Paris, December 27.—France’s de-

Senator Henri Berenger, who re- 
ported the marine budget, said France 
was at a decisive turning point. “Is 
France still independent in her navy 
as in her army?” he asked. “Has 
the old principle of sovereignty been | 
sacrificed somewhat in those confer- | 
ences wherein we have been prom- 
ised a sort of internationale ‘of hap- 
piness ?”’ 

Senator de Kerguezec defended the 
submarine as an essential weapon of 
defense, but wished it to be confined 
to military uses instead of being ap- 
plied to torpedoing commerce. 
Senator de Kerguezec declared it 
was impossible that the French del-

He ex- 
plained the necessity of submarines 
in defending the coast and in trans- 
portation of supplies for troops.

CANCEL WARLOANS 
URGES U.S, JUDGE 


Supreme Court Jurist Says 
Both Justice and Sound 
Business . Advise Debt 


Cancellations. 


Cleveland, December 27.—That the 
war loans made by the United States 
to the allies should be “promptly and 
wholly cancelled” was urged by Jus- 
tice John H.: Clarke, of the supreme 
couft of the United States, in an ad- 
dress at the weekly luncheon of the 
Cleveland Chamber of Commerce to- 
day. 

After stating that the loans aggre- 
gated about nine and one-half billion 
‘dollars, and with interest now 
amounted to eleven billions, Justice 
Clarke said he would consider the 
proposal to cancel them, first, as a 
matter of friendship for, and justice 
to, the nations which risked all with 
us and sacrificed much more than we 
did in support of the great, common 
cause, and, second, on the basis of 


Quoting many figures, he asserted 
that our losses of men were less than 
one to fifty lost by the allies and 
that the allies’ loss in money even 
if we should cancel the loans would 
be four times as great as ours. 

Justice Clarke said the debt these 
countries owe the United States “is 
a crushing burden,” and that it would 
be an”™immediate stimulant to the 
business of the world if the debt was 
cancelled at once. 

Reasons fer cancellation of the debt, 
he said, included our own obligation 
to the several countries with which 
we were associated in the war for the 
great service they rendered in the 
cause of Lumanity long before we 
entered the struggle; the great debt 
they had already incurred; the im- 
mense losa of life each of the Euro 
pean countries sustained in main*’ 
taining a war that eventually be- | 
came our war, as well as theirs, and,

Washington, De mber 27.—Charges 
wére made by Senator La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, in a formal statement is- 
sued today that representatives of the 
railroads and of the coal, steel and 
lumber interests, at a *‘secret” meet- 
ing held in Washfngton December 9, 
attempted to obtain from farm organ- 
ization leaders and did obtain from 
some leaders adherence to an agree- 
ment to not push legislation to repeal 
the commonly called guaranty section 
of the transportation act and to re- 
store state control of state rates. 


The Wisconsin senator made his|- 


charges in elaborating on his asser- 
tion “that a plan is now afoot to per- 


petuate the fundamental provisions of| | 


the transportation act, embodied in 
section 15 A (the guaranty section of 
which portion expires next March 1) 
and to render permanent the intoler- 
able conditions which have made the 
transportation system for the past two 
years an instrument for the exploita- 
tion of the American people.” 

In substantiation of his charges,. Mr. 
La Follette made public what he de- 
scribed as “a brief report . of ‘the 
action of the conference’ held here 
December 9, which he branded “as a 
conspiracy to betray not only the 
farmers but the consuming and’ the 
producing millions of the nation.” This 
report was made public by the senator 
without an explanation of its source, 
as follows: 

Report Published. 

“On December 9, a secret meeting 
was held in Washington at which high 
officials of the railroads, the coal and

American people spend from 
hundred and fifty million dollars to 
one billion dollars a year to see motion 
picture shows, the senate finance com- 
mittee was told today in the course of 
arguments for and against a high 
tariff on foreign made pictures. The 
investment in the industry totals 
about $250,000,000 and employment is 
given to about 250,000 persons. 

Paul M. Turner, of New York, 
speaking for the Actors’ Equity asso- 
ciation, testified that the idea that 
everybody connected with the inaus- 
try made “big -money” was erron- 
eous; that 96 per cent of those en- 
gaged in making films received only 

“living wage.” 

Mr. Turner and John Emerson, an 
independent producer of New York, 
speaking for himself and for D.:W. 
Griffith, urged a duty on imported 
films of from 50 to 60 per cent ad 
valorem in place of the 30 per cent 
in the Fordney bill. They said the

WHY THEY SUFFER. 
“Agriculture,” says a dispatch 
from Washington, “during the 
past year has suffered the worst 
depression in its history.” 

The dispatch is in the form of an 
epitome of an exhaustive report by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
who says— 


“The purchasing power of 40 per 
centeof our people (the farmers) 
represented as it is by the exchange 
valge of the crops they grow and 
the live stock they produce, is con- 
siderably lower than during the 
pre-war period 1910-1914.” 


“This,” Secretary Wallace goes 
on to say, “is in large part respon- 
sible for the severe industrial de- 
pression;” for, obviously, “when 
any considerable group of our peo- 
ple suffer through economic con- 
ditions, all other groups must suf- 
fer with them.” 

Farm crops, the report contin- 
ues— 


“have been selling for less than the 
actual cost of production. They 
have been selling for very much 
less, relatively, than other basic 
commodities, This is but another 
way of saying that the wages of 
the farmer are far lower now than 
the wages of any other group. This 
has resulted in a condition which, 
if continued, will, within a rela- 
tively short period, impose a heavy 
burden upon domestic consumers, 
The farmer cannot continue to pro- 
duce at a loss. 

“There seems to be a tendency to 
regard the complaints and appeals 
which are being voiced by the farm- 
ers and the people who speak in 
their behalf as simply a recurrence 
of grumblings which have been 
‘heard from farmers in past periods 
of depression. 

“Now the truth is that we are 
passing through the worst agricul- 
tural depression we have ever ex- 
perienced. 

“It is not simply a case of low 
prices for farm products. We have 
seen low prices in times past. The 
trouble is now that whereas prices 
of farm products, speaking genecral- 
ly, are lower than before the war, 
prices of the things the farmer 
must pay for, including transporta- 
tion, wages, taxes and the loan of 
money, remain near the war levels. 
Hence the purchasing power of the 
major farm crops is lower than at 
any time ig our history. 

“This condition is undermining 
agriculture, the base of the pyramid 
which represents our national life, 
and justifies the use of the most 
vigorous means to cure it.” 

This report is significant, first, 
in that it is a true statement of 
fact, so far as it goes; and, second, 
because it is a remarkable confes- 
sion, from the inside, of the failure 
of the republican administration, 
not only to effect a “cure” of the 
condition, but even to attempt it! 

Furthermore, it is a striking and 

bold indictment of the policy to 
which the republican party stands 
committed, for the condition it sets 
forth is unquestionably due very 
| largely to our repudiation of the 
principle of political, economic and 
commercial co-operation with the 
| rest of the world. 
The farmers of the United 
States are suffering, says Seretary 
, Wallace, from the worst conditivns 
in the history of agriculture—from 
conditions, which, he says, “are un- 
dermining agriculture, the base of 
the pyramid which represents our 
national life’—but why? 

And he says, very thruthfuily, 
that this condition “justifies the 
use of the most vigorous means to 
cure it;” but he does not suggest 
the “‘cure.” 

The truth of the matter is, the 

condition exists because the party 
to which Secretary Wallace be- 
longs has committed this country 
to an esaibatitic incongruous, un- 
reasonable and utterly unworkable 
policy of isolation from and utter 
disregard for the affairs and wel- 
fare of the balance of the world; 
and the only way under God’s 
heaven to “cure it” is to revoke 
that policy! ; 
The action of the republican sen- 
ate in repudiating the Versailles 
treaty has cost the farming inter- 
ests of the United States untold 
millions; it administered a blow 
to agriculture from which it will 
require years to recover, and it 
has levied a tax of not less than 
$50 on every bale of cotton that the 
south has produced since the sen- 
ate “got even with Wilson,” by 
forcing the defeat of the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 

The country is awakening to a 
realization of this fact—the truth 
of which is emphasized by this 
statement by the secretary of ag- 
riculture—and to the further fact 
that, in absolute control of every 
department of the g@vernment 
from cellar to garret, the repub- 
licans have done nothing thus far 
to remedy the situation by undoing 
the mischief they did in the repu- 
diation of the Versailles treaty.

Washington, December 27.—Kecent 
tendéncies in Russia foreshadow a 
change of attitude toward the soviets 
by this government, and a possible 
resumption of trade relations. 

Reports reaching the administration. 
havé convinced high officials that 
progress is being made in the right di- 
rection; and the bolsheyist government 
is in better favor than it has been 
at any time since it came into power. 

The admission of an official of the 
liussian government to supervise the 
expenditure of Russian government 
funds in this country, was said to be 
indicative of the changing views. The 
Russian government has agreed with 
the American relief administration to 
use $10,000,000 in purchasing food for 
relief in the famine areas. 

Changes. Approved. 

The changes of policies which this 
government approves, broadly, are 
the intended restoration of private 
trade and industry, which the all-Rus- 
sian soviet congress, sitting now in 
Moscow, has just sanctioned. The 
changes, as @ matter of fact, had been 
going into éffect for some months 
past. ‘They constitute a virtual re- 
turn to, “capitalistic” principles, and 
were accompanied by an admission 
from the soviet leaders that the state 
control of commerce and industry had 
failed. ae 

The communistic management of in- 
dustry had resulted in a huge decline 
in production, and a general disorgan- 
ization of economic life. The- changed 
policies contemplate. the | 
state plants to private individuals and 
an effort to enlist foreign develop- 
ment, .. State plants will operate on 
commercial principles, when not 
leased. Labor policies likewise will 
ve changed. 

Huge Trade Coming. 

The administration is known to be 
anxious to participate in the huge 
fureign trade that will follow the 
restoration of Russia economically. 
American imports have decreased to 
50 per cent of normal in the past 
cleven months. But so far the policy 
has been to permit trade at the 
traders’ risk, and no government rep- 
resentatives have been sent into’ Rus- 
sia, and no government facilities or 
protection has been offered. 

If a commercial treaty or agreement 
were negotiated, it would likely fol- 
low the lines of the one recently ar- 
ranged between Britain and Russia, 
and a similar trade treaty just signed 
between Italy and Russia. Recogni- 
tion would not be political, under ex- 
isting conditions, This. government 
still regards as repugnant the soviet 
doctrines.

TAFT URGES REFORMS 
NN COURT PROCEDURE 


Chicago, December 27.—Expanding 
activities of the federal courts may 
swamp them, “and delaying is a denial 
of justice,” Chief Justice . William 
Howard Taft, of the United States 
supreme court, said tonight, in an ad- 
dress before the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion, urging reforms to expedite court 
procedure. 

Chief Jystice Taft urged three re- 
orms, which he outlined &s follows: 

“First, an increase in the judicial 
force in the trial federal courts, and 
organization and effective distribution 
of the force by the council of judges. 
“Second, simplicity in the procedure 
of trial in the federal courts. 
“Third, a reduction in the obliga- 
tory jurisdiction of the supreme court 
and an increase in the field of its dis- 
cretionary jurisdiction by certiorari.” 
“There is no field of governmental 
action so important to the people as 
our courts,” he said. “There is noth- 
ing in those courts so essential to the 
doing of justice as the prompt dispatch 
of business and the elimination from 
procedure of such requirements as will 
defeat the ends of the justice through 
technicality and delay. 
“While the bar and the bench are 
mich less responsible for delays in 
legal procedure than the public is like- 
ly to think, the very fact that they 
are popularly supposed to be respon- 
sible should make us act with energy 
to justify the existence of our profes- 
sion and the maintenance of courts. 
“Examination of the statistics of 
cases brought and tried’ and personal 
confetences with judges leave no doubt 
that an increase of the judges of first 
instance in the federal system is ab- 
solutely necéssary.”

Major Charles 
Daly, West Point mentor, was chosen 
as the first president, 

John W. Heisman, University (of 
Pennsylvania, was elected vice presi- 
dent, and Dr. J. W. Wilce, Ohio State 
university, secretary and _ treasurer. 
Fielding H. Yost, University of Mich- 
igan, and Robert Fisher, Harvard uni- 
versity, were elected to the board of 
trustees, which also includes the three 
officials. Honorary memberships were 
conferred upon Walter Camp, veteran 
football coach, and General P. A. 
Pierce, president of the National Col- 
legiate Athletic association. 

One of the first acts of the new 
association was the adoption of a res- 
olution denouncing professional foot- 
ball. It also was voted to recommend 
that the foothall rules be altered to 
prevent “clipping from behind,” and 
compelling players in shift plays to 
come to a complete stop before the 
ball is snapped. Strict enforcement 
of the rule forbidding interference 
with the defensive back on a forward 
pass also was recommended. 

A committee was appointed to study 
a modified code of intercollegiate rules 
applicable te boys. In this connection, 
the association expressed itself in fa- 
vor of a broader system of universal 
physical training. 

Any coach at an institution connect- 
ed with a National Collegiate Athletic 
association is eligible for membership 
in the new association. Among the 
well-known institutions represented at 
the meeting were Columbia, New York 
tiniversity. Cornell, Pennsylvania 
State. Rutgers, Minnesota, Pittsburg 
and Notre Dame. 


NEW ARENAS 
FOR GOTHAM 


New York, December 27.—New 
York probably will have two more 
fight clubs, comparable to Tex Rick- 
ard’s Madison Square Garden, which 
has had a monopoly of championship 
battles under the present law. The 
decision of the adjutant general in 
Albany to permit again the leasing 
of armories for prize fights makes 
available several tremendous amphi- 
theaters. 

The Garden seats slightly fewer 
than 14,000 persons. Billy Gibson, 
manager of Benny Leonard, is report-| 
ed to have an option on an armory 
seating 20.000. The Benny Leonard- 
Jack Britton fight for Britton’s 
welterweight title probably will be put 
on by Gibson. 


Miller Huggins, manager of the 
Yankees, is understood to be making 
renewed advances to Connie Mack, of 
the Athletics, for Mack’s capricious 
third baseman, Joe Dugan, to become 
the regular third-corner man of the 
Yanks. Huggins is not through spin- 
ning tops with Ty Cobb, of the Tigers, 
either, as Hug still yearns for Bobbie 
Veach and Cobh would admire to ac- 
quire Everett Scott, the Yanks’ short- 
stop, just obtained from Boston.

The following year he was sold to 
the Pittsburg Pirates, but failed to 
stick with the Pirates on account of 
an injured ankle. ter he was re 
turned ta the Southern’ league _ in 
trade for Jake Pitler, who also was 
unable to make good with the Pi- 
rates, 

In speaking of tlfe deal, Kid Elber- 

feld said: “J got a bunch of money 
and a better ballplayer when I tet 
Pitler go to the Pirates.” Elberfeld 
always was strong for Gleason. 
Last spring Gleason again came up. 
This time with the St. Louis Browns. 
An injured ankle—the same old in- 
jury—held him back until Lee Fohl de- 
cided to let him out. Fohl sent Glea- 
son to Tulsa, but the Pittsfield boy re- 
fused to play there. Later he was 
sent to Columbus, Ohio. and his work 
made an instant hit with Rowland.

Noted Expert Says Law 


of Supply and Demand 
Is Responsible for Coach- 


es’ Salaries. 


BY WALTER CAMP. 

New York, December 27.—T’resi- 
dent Ogilby of Trinity is coming down 
to the impending meeting of the na- 
tivnal colegiate athletic association, 


ready and eager to break a lance in 
attack upon present day coaching sys- 
tems, it became known today. _Presi- 
dean Ogilby today made it plain that 
he takes the position that high priced 
football coaches must go. The main- 
tenance of high salaried football m-.n- 
tors, he declared, is a greater evil 
than the offering of financial induce- 
ments to players. 

It certainly is true that the salaries 
of these coaches would appall chair- 
men of athletic committees of ten 
years ago but the matter has been one 
of growth fostered by the laws of 
supply and demand which even col- 
lege professors of economics admit are 
tough old laws to break. So long as 
graduates want victorious teams and 
so long as the supply of really effi- 
cient football coaches is limited it 
will be a difficult question to settle. 

In addition, most of the colleges 
and the coaches are bound by con- 
tracts that run over a period of years 
and coaches at those _ institutions 
could not be turned adrift without 
compensation or a suit. Nevertheless, 
President Ogilby promises to start an 
interesting discussion which will be 
even more interesting if he is pro- 
vided with the exact figures of the 
salaries the better known coaches 
receive. 

One of the most interesting duties 
of the National Collegiate association 
this year will be the selection of the 
football committee which will formu- 
late the rules of the game for the 
coming year. The committee which 
formerly consisted of 14 members, 
was reduced to 12 last year. Four of 
these were appointed to serve three 
years. A like number were appointed 
for two years and the remainder were 
chosen for one year. The term of of- 
fice of Carl Williams, of Pennsylvania ; 
Cc. W. Savage, of Oberlin: W. A. Lem- 
beth, of the University of Virginia, and 
Walter D. Powell, of Sanford, expires 
this year and they must be reappoint- 
ed or others chosen to fill their places. 

Anent Big Game. 

The big football game between Cali- 
fornia and Washington and Jeffer- 
son at Pasadena on January 2 will 
bring together two coaches of quite 
different types who nevertheless 
probably will follow in part some- 
what the same sort of strategy. Andy 
Smith, the California leader, has a 
team this year which has mowed 
down all opposition and has had lit- 
tle difficulty in making necessary 
gains through rushing. 

Neal, the coach of Washington and 
-efferson, has had his men do the 
greater part of the.e work this year by 
running with the ball in hand. 
Neither coach, however, has failed to 
provide an aerial attack. The Wash- 
ington and Jefferson team is a power- 
ful rushing one, butintheearly days 
of the forward passa, the Washington 
and Jefferson teams were particularly 
proficient in that branch of the game 
and it is not believed the tradition has 
been allowed to pass. 

Both Smith and Neal are likely to 
have some good passes in reserve. 
Each knows he has a team with power 
and will exert that power to test out 
the defense of the opposition. If that 
defense is sufficiently strong to stal! 
the running attack, each coach is 
likely to revert to the overhead game.

Inexorable Influence 
Of Supply and Demand 
Upon Wage Rate 


(From Bulletin, National City Bank 
of New York.) 


It is nothing new to have the law 
of supply and demand pronounced 
a back number. Pronouncements 


of that kind have been appearing 
with great frequency for a long 
time, but it has always turned out 
that the law was working where 
the observers were not looking and 
in ways they did not understand. It 
may be suppressed for a time in 
one place, but it is like water on 
its way to the sea, it gets there 
eventually, no matter how much its 
course may be hindered. 

The committee on wages of the 
American Federation of Labor re- 


cently made a report to the execu- 
tive council whieh contains the fol- 
lowing: | 

‘The law of supply aud demand has long 
since ceased to function in wage fixing, 
except under exceptional conditions, - and 
the most acute suffering from arbitrary 
imposition of unscientific wage theories is 
found in fmdustries where there is no or- 
ganization ef the workers, and where the 
voice of the employer constitutes final au- 
thority from which there is no appeal.’’ 

These views come quite naturally 
from men who are engaged con- 
stantly in contentions over money 
wages, and who are judged as suc- 
cessful or not according to the 
wage rates they are able to win. 
They are so close to wage rates 
that they see’ nothing else, but 
wage rates are not all of the wage 
question. The fact is that there 
never was a clearer demonstration 
of the impossibility of defeating 
the law of supply and demand than 
is afforded ‘by the high wage rates 
and high state of unemployment 
existing in this country today. 

The committee takes no account 
of the necessity for balanced rela- 
tions between the industries or of 
the ects gyn | power of money 
wages,'and unfortunately that has. 
been true of many labor leaders in 
the present situation. The labor 
organizations have developed great 
power, largely by the aid and sym- 
pathy of the public, but they. are 
using it in this crisis for obstruc- 
tive purposes—to prevent the nat- 
ural readjustmentse between the in- 
dustries that are necessary to af- 
ford full employment for théir own 
members. They are making ‘the 
price of everything into © which 
their labor enters so high that mil- 
lions of consumers are unable to 
buy. It may appear that they are 
defeating the law of supply and de- 
mand by maintaining wage rates, 
but the law is having its way in 
the actual volume of wage pay- 
ments. Wages are far from. being 
maintained for the wage-earning 
population as a whole. ‘That body 
as a whole would be better off 
with lower wage rates and more 
employment, and even those who 
now have employment would be 
compensated by the lower living 
costs. With ‘such staples as flour, 
sugar, coffee, rice,- meats and but- 
ter much below the prices of last 
year, liberal wage reductions can 
be made without reducing the 
standard of living, and they would 
accomplish etill further reductions 
in the cost of living. It is evident. 
that the balance must be yestored 
before general prosperity can be 
regained. 

Economie Law Governs, 

The law of supply and demand 

aided the wage-earners to get the 


Wage advances made since 1914. It 
is impartia] in its operations and 
irresistible in its rulings. Em- 
ployers are no bettey able to de- 
feat it than wage-earners. Early in 
this depression it was said that the 
price of iron and steel was so com- 
pletely controlled that the industry 
was immune from extreme fluctua- 
tions and yet prices of iron and 
steel products on an average have 
fallen next to the products of agrie 
culture, and when out-of-pocket 
costs are considered scarcely less 
than these. 

The greatest gains to the wage- 
earning class have always come, in 


obedience to the law of supply and 


demand, when business was pros- 


perous, capital was earning good 
returns and the accumulations were 
being invested in the enlargement 
of industrial works, thus creating 
new demands for labor. It is im- 
possible for an industry to grow 
and attract labor to it without in- 
creasing wages. The automobile 
industry has been’ an example of 


| one that has grown rapidly, and in 
order to supply itself with labor |. 


has been obliged to pay above other 
industries. It never has .been a 
unionized industry. 

Individual employers might like 
to reduce wages, but-anything like 
a general conspiracy to reduce 
wages for the purpose of increasing 
profits would be defeated by the 
very fact that profits were increas- 
ing. The competition of employers 
to enlarge their operations and 
employ their new capital would in- 
duce them to bid for labor. Not a 
dollar of the new capital could be 
put to any use without employing 
labor. Wage advances inevitably 
accompany capital accumulations, 
and on the other hand, the great- 
est hardships to labor are experi- 
enced when capital is suffering 
losses, or, where, as in Russia the 
owners of capital are looted and 
industry is disorganized and pros- 
trate. All schemes for. arbitrarily 
increasing wageé-rates come 1 
nothing when there is no demand 
for labor. -

Calls Conference 
On Rehabilitation 
Of War Disabled 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, December 27.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—When 
the statesmen and military and naval 
chiefs of nations gather ‘Thursday 
around the conference board to shape 
the destinies of war and the unity of 
states, another group of learned men 
will convene here just a few blocks 
away to determine how the war 
wounds of this nation Wight best be 
staunched and its suffering alleviated. 

The problem of these men will be 
to find the best means of returning to 
society more than 100,000 men dis- 
abled in mind and body by the 
scourge of war. 

This conference of the foremost edu- 
eators and scientists of the country 
will be held under the direction of 
John Finley, of New York, a national 
authority on education, at the invita- 
tion of Colonel Charles R. Forbes, di- 
rector of the United States veterans 
bureau. The conference will last for 
three days. 

Major Arthur Dean, assistant direc- 
tor of the bureau, in charge of the 
rehabilitation division, has prepared a 
detailed outline of the history of re- 
habilitation of disabled soldiers’ in 
order to acquaint the counselors with 
the exact problem they face. After 
reviewing the conditions, past and 
present, the conference wiil attempt to 
devise means of promoting the welfare 
of the disabled men so as to improve 
conditions in the future. 

Some of the questions to be consid 
ered by the conference are: 

What shall be considered a voca- 
tional handicap? 

Is the rate of maintenance pay ea 
help toward rehabilitation? 

Should institutional training be em- 
phasizet more than placement train- 
ing? 

When shall a trainee be considered 
rehabilitated? 

What efforts should be made to 
obtain co-operation of employers in 
absorbing trainees into employment? 

This conference will be attended by 
representatives from the southeastern 
branch of the véterans’ bureau of At- 
lanta and other southern men and 
.women.
